Math class isn't only about taking notes and doing work out of 
the textbook, it can also be hands on. Many of the Armijo math 
teachers try to make learning math fun by giving students hands on 
projects like creating something using dimensions or testing math 
theories using real life situations. However, the majority of the time 
even though many people don't like doing it, you have to take notes 
and do assignments out of the text book. Every year IB Math Studies 
has a math I.A. in which they have to come up with a hypothesis that 
they want to test using statistics. For example, does the number of 
hours of sleep a student gets a night have an effect on their GPA, or 
does the race of a person have an effect on how fast they can run a 
1 00m dash. Students then survey 1 00 people or test them to find 
their data in which they then have to do various statistical analysis 
with and process their data to find an answer to their hypothesis.
